the estates of dead pefsons, which began 
Monday, was resumed Tuesday morning in 
Judge Taylor's division of the criminal 
court. 

The beginning of the hearing was de- 
layed on account of the tardiness of a 
juror. Policeman Chafies H. Daniels, who 
has been attactied to the coroner's office, 
was the first witness cailed to the stand, 
and it was the intention of the state to 
verify by him certain receipts given for 
property of dead persons over whom in- 
quests had been held. , 

The defense immediately raised objection 
to this course; alleging .both that the re- 
eeipts did not prove that the goods hAd 
been actually received in the coroifer’s of- 
fice, and that the coroner had mo legal au- 
thority to become custodian of such prop- 
erty. : 

The indictment alleges that O’Keefe and 
Hayes “‘stole’’ the articles from Robert M. 
Funkhouser. Judge Taylor sustained the 
objection, and the defense holds that it 
has won one point in the case. The state 
says, however, that it has strong evidence 
in reserve. - 

It is the evident purpose of the defense 
to attack the testimony of Dan- 
iel, who is said to be related to the 
coroner, and to relieve the défendants of 
the charge by showing that the prosecu- 
tion was instituted by Daniel for his 
own protection. 

Coroner Funkhouser failed to strengthen 
the case against the defendants by his 
own testimony. He admitted that he, 
had no personal knowledge of the proper- 
ties of Arthur Tibbetts and Henry Herman, 
over ewhose bodies he had held inquests. 
He testified that the property room of 
his office, from which the prpoerty was al- 
leged to have been stoien, was in charge 
of Clerk Hayes, but that the property 
book which disappeared was last seen on 
Officer Daniel's desk. 

Mrs. C: R. Weil of 32307 Morgan street, 
where Tibbctts died Jan. 1, testified to a 
mysterious proceedure at the home of Cor- 
oner Funkhouser, where she was taken by 
force by Daniel. She --id she was sworn 
to secrecy by the coroner, Her statement 
that she had later gone to O'Keefe to tell 
him something was wrong was stricken 
out at the objection of the prosecution. 

Miss Margaret J. Wertz, stenographer to 
Coroner Funkhouser, testified that she had 
seen Clerk Hayes wear a wishbone stick- 
pin looking very much like one she had 
seen worn by Herman, in a picture taken 
before his death, but Miss Wertz was un- 
able to state positively that the photo- 
graph was one of Herman and Judge Tay- 
lor ruled that her evidence on that pvint 
be stricken out. 

Officer Daniels testified that Clerk 
Iiayes had charge of ‘property room” 
wherein were kept the offdcts of dead pcr- 
sons. He said he saw Hayes open a trunk 
belonging to the estate of a man named 
Hermann and that he saw in. it two geld 
stick pins, one of which he gave to hin. 
He afterwarde saw Huyés wearing the 
Other. A pair of gloves vut of the same 
trunk, he said, Hayes gave to Jvbn 
Reagan, a city hall employe: and a ‘silk 
hundkKerchief to Policeman Cronin,

ON ThE YALU 


Russians Have a Strong Position That 
Will Enable Them, Strategists Say, 
to Inflict Heavy Losses on Attempt 
to Cross River. > 


BUT CZAR’S DEFENSE ARMY 
CONTAINS ONLY 52,000 MEN 


Mikado’s Forces Will Probably Have 
to Execute a Flanking Movement 
to Keep From Crossing in Sight of 
the Foe.

LONDON, April 26—The Morning Tele- 
graph’s correspondent at St. Petersburg 

wires: 

“Russian military strategists confidently 
expect that very serious losses will be in- 
flicted on the Japanese wher they attempt 
to cross the Yalu river. The Russian army 
of defense numbers 62,000 men, of which 
jhe right wing, stationed west of Tatun- 
kau, ts commanded by Gen. Mischenko; 
the left wing, under Gen. Kashtalinsky, is 
at Kiulienchang, while the centre is at Aff- 
tung, which is in an admirable state of 
defense. . 

“The Japanese army on the left bank 
of the Yalu is opposite to the Russians, 
being more to the south. Thus the Jap -- 
ese center at Wiju fronts the Russia, .eft 
wing at Kiullenchang, while the Japanese 
right wing is much more to the north than 
their adversaries—where, presumably, no 
Russians are stationed. 

“It is anticipated that the Japanese 
troops will attempt to cross the Yalu on 
pontoons at a point north of Wiju. Their 
left wing will fofce a passage from Yon- 
gampo, opposite Tatunkau, where the 
Yalu is six miles broad. They will be sup- 
ported by cruisers and gunboats com- 
manded by Admiral Khassoi, such vessels 
being able to move between Yongampo and 
Tatunkau during full water, but not up 
the Yalu itself. ' 

“The Russians affirm the Japanese 
must either sacrifice large numbers of 
men by crossing the Yalu in sight of 
the enemy, or else must execute a 
strategic flankifig movement. 

“Gen. Kuroki, having chosen the latter 
alternative, has sent a corps consisting 
of two divisions of 30,000 men from An- 
ju over‘the mountain.paths outside of 
Gen. Kashtalinsky’s sphere of action. 
The Russian left wing’ cam be turned by 
a strategic movement from Sukoshen, 
where the Japanese have a division, or 


from Kangge or from Chakanshen. 
“For operations ainst the Russian 


| tack; 


right wing, 15.000 men will start from 
a place westward of Tatunkau and will 
try to cut off Mistchenko and Kashtalin- 
sky. if the first Japanese army gesuccess- 
fully passes the Yalu. 

“Thus on the eve of the first great en- 
gagement Gen. Kuroki disposes 45,000 
men and 108 field guns for the front at- 
15,000 men and 36 guns for the 
movement against the Russian left and 
onanlia the same number for operations 
against the Russian right wing. 

“The Japanese Sixth division is sup- 
posed to be advancing to Kangge, ard 
uncertainty prevails as to where the sep- 
arate brigades of artillery and cavalry 
will be employed, Gen. Oku’s army cer- 
tainly is destined for the Siege of Port 
Arthur.”

| THE SACRED BEETLE 


“Scarabs, which tourists dnd _ collectors 
often bring back from’ Egypt, are some- 
thing more than mere curiosities. Their 
extreme antiquity alone would entitle them 
to peculiar veneration, because they/ first 
came into vogue between 4000 and 5000 
years ago. But they are symbols of a re- 
ligious faith which influenced human sen- 
timent for a longer period than has 
elapsed since the foundation of Christiani- 
ty. 

In the latest issue of “The Records of 
the Past,’’ C. De W. Brower mentions a 
gol foil impression of one of these sacred 
emblems that is supposed to date back 
to King Menes (about 4777 B. C.), but this, 
muy be a forgery. No doubt is expressed 
as to the genuineness of those which are 
assigned to the days of Cheops, the great 
builder of pyramids (3910 B. C.) and Neb- 
kara, first king of the third dynasty (4212 
B. C.). With a varying degree of popu- 
larity the scarab continued in use until 
the Persian period (SU B. C.), so that its 
sway extended over an interval of some- 
thing ike 3500 years. 

The beetle, of which a scarab is a repre- 
sentation, stood for immortality, as do the 
egg and butterfly today. The Egyptian 
word for that insect means “in the process 


ated.”’ Thus it came algo to indicate the 
sun god, and was associated with oné of 
che dominant forms of worship in ancient 
times. The inanhmate image of the beetle 
was worn during life as an amulet, on ac- 
count of its supposed power of protecting 
its owner from pert!l, and at his death was 
entombed with him. Sometimes it was in- 
cased in the mummy wrappings,. some- 
times it was hung from a necklace, and 
sometimes it was put in place of the 
heart, which the embalmer would remove. 

Scarabs were made out of a variety of 
materials. The cheaper forms were mould- 
ed out of clay, and then glazed. Others 
were cut from limestone and stained. The 
substance and finish are often an I[ndl- 
cation of the age to which a specimen be- 
longs. Such costly stones as the garnet, 
carmelian, jaspar and amethyst were 
sometimes used, and at # later period gold. 
The vast majority were not over half or 
three-quarters of an inch long, but a few 
much™iarger. They were invaribly perfor- 
ated lengthwise. Among the ornaments 
| buried with Queen Aahotep, of the seven- 
teenth dynasty, was a huge, flexible gold 
necklace, with a scarab pendant, incrusted 
with blue glass paste, and having rays of 
gold projecting. 

Upon these strange objects were inscrip- 
-tions of different kinds. Some were the 
spécial symbols of kings or other distin- 
guished owners. Some were the emblems 
of deities. Some were pious phrases or 
mottoes. Pictures of more or less histori- 
cal significance were carved there occa- 
sionally. In addition to these markings 
thére was usually more or less decoration 
—gfigzag lines, scroll work or even more 
eluborate designs.
